Members of McLean Hospital’s Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee have 
approved two exceptions to the AWA standards during the past year: 

1. An exception was granted to allow several group 4 primates to be housed in operant 

cages that are smaller than the standards allow(b)(2) high B7(F) ). The lACUC 

agreed that these cages compensate for their slightly smaller size by providing animals 
additional enrichment via the availability of various operant tasks. 

Minutes of July 14 , 2004 

The Primate Housing memo from (b)(6) (b)(7)(c) 

(b)(6), (b)(7)c dated November 29, 1996, requesting that the existing 
operant cages (5.4 square feet x 34.75 inches high) be approved 
as adequate housing for Group 4 monkeys up to 13.3 kilos was re- 
approved unanimously. 

2. An exception was granted allowing cage washing of 35 operant cages on a monthly 

basis, rather than bi-weekly, basis ((b)(2) high B7(F) ). The lACUC agreed that 

more frequent cage changing while animals are engaged in specific behavioral 
evaluations could negatively influence the physiology of the animal, and could also 
compromise drug delivery instrumentation while animals are on study. 

Minutes of November 10, 2004 

A request by (b)(6), (b)(7)(c) (PI) for exemption from the 
requirement for bi-weekly cage washing for operant Primate cages 
in the (b)(2) high B7(F) was discussed. 

The motion was made to request (b)(6), (b)(7)c revise the 
exemption request memo, adding language that there is precedent 
for granting exceptions to operant cage washing, and noting 
specifically the additional interim cleaning activities. The 
revised memo will be sent via email to members for a final vote. 
This motion was carried. 

The revised memo was sent to the entire lACUC membership on November 18, 2004. 
No requests were received for full Committee discussion. The present lACUC 
membership is 15, and the 8th vote in favor of accepting the revised memo was recorded 
on November 22, 2004. The exception is granted for one year. 


The above minutes are key summaries of longer Committee discussions on these 
exceptions. In addition, referenced memos and documents provide additional details on 
the Committee’s deliberations. 
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
